It is' when the Premier talks in this vein 
that wc begin to wonder just how 'basic' the 
provincial rights are. We begin to wonder if 
there are not more fundamental rights being 
denied because of hi^ exaggerated insistence

Just how basic are these provincial rights? 
Arc they really 'rights', or just prerogatives? 
Any right when abused or when it infringes 
upon more basic rights ceases to be a right, 
but becomes a burden.

Why do We quarrel fiver education at all?
